That upon conſideration of the power of alienating, the ſeveral Pur- 


chaſers did pay proportionably for their Places, and particularly Four 


of the preſent Coal-Meters, being induced by the aforefaid Conſideration, 


did about Four Years {ince purchaſe their Places, which were ſold by the 


City, to pay the Orphans, and they received above 50001. for the ſame. 


| That the reſpeCtive Coal-Meters pay ani Annual Rent to the City of 
801. apiece, and the Importation of Coa)s is ſo much leflened in time of 
War, that they can expect to receive little more than will diſcharge the 
aforeſaid Renr. 


Tht the City has granted to the ſeveral Coal-Meters , that their 
ſeveral Execurors {ſhall receive one Years Profit after the deceaſe of 
each reſpective Coal-Meter , to be reckoned from the day of the date 
of their Admiſſion, which is alcogether inconſiſtent with the Deſign 
of giving the Orphans an immediate Right afrer the Death of the 
{aid Coal-Meters. 


| They hope therefore, it will not be thought ſuitable ro the Wil 
dom of the Honorable Honſe of Commons, to diſturb their juſt Pro- 
perties of Alienating, which they have purchaſed by a valuable Con- 
ſideration, having, laid our their Fortunes to purchaſe the ſame for the 
ſubſiſtence of their Families ; fince the power of Alicnating being taken 
away., the Value of the Purchaſe is leſſened nigh one Third Part; 
and it ſeems hard to make ſeveral Families miſerable, to adyance 'a 


ſmall Proportion towards the Payment of the Orphans. 
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
